In addition to such notaries available 
in the District of Columbia and Arlington County, Virginia, other.* 
are located in strategic locations throughout the United States, none 
of whom are employees of the Uf. S. Government. These notaries can 
be utilised to fulfill requirements which you have mentioned. 

3. This Office is ready at ail times to make available 

the services of a cleared, non-government connected notary public. 

In view of the above, it is not felt necessary to institute additional 
programs within the Agency for meeting requirements for non- 
government connected notaries public. 
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
